As  you  will  realize  Laboratory  work  is  always  essential.  I  may  say 
that  I  believe  the  Committee  will  do  their  heat  for  each  individual 
student  and  will  give  him  the  full  credit  to  which  they  think  him 
entitled.  I  believe  iiiso,  however,  that  there  could  be  no  official 
recognition  covering  the  year  as  a  whole.  If  you  have  students  who 
wish  to  come  to  us  this  Autumn  I  would  advise  you  to  send  down  their 
Certificates  to  tho  Registrar  as  soon  as  possible  so  that  he  may  get 
the  Committee  to  see  what  credit  may  be  given  to  each  case.
